In the art department of Sunday's issue 


of (be Chicago Tribune we find the fol- 
lowing interesting reference to Mr. Gue, 
who some years ago was in the drug busi- 
ness in Deoatur with Mr. Snyder: 


At the Art Institute there ii ft land- 


scape by D. J. Gue, of New York, enti- 
tled, "A By-Road in the Catskills," which 
will probably become the property of a 
gc ntleman of wealth and art culture in 
this city. It was sent to Chicago by the 
artist at the special request of Mr. H. M. 
Kinsley, and was intended for the recep- 
tion at the Art Institute, but was delayed 
in transmittal, and is now being admired 
in a quiet way. Many reputable artists 
take a bit of landscape here and there 
from different studies of localities often 
hundreds of miles apart, and putting 
them together as they happen to think 
will make the most effective picture, label 
it a "Scene in the Alps," or a "Soenefcn 
the Catskills, or elsewhere, and call it "A 
Study from Nature." Mr. Gue has some 
prejudice against lying, either in conver- 
sation or on canvas, and says he has 
never found it necessary to do so in order 
to paint popular pictures. * * * The 
picture is a portrait of a mountain, with 
path, and stream, and fence, and foliage 
in the foreground, and is an excellent ex- 
ample of the artist's style. The subject 
is well handled, especially in perspective 
and atmospheric effects.

Captain Bell, quartennaeter of^he Sec- 


ond Brigade, Illinois National' Guards 
was in the city on Sunday, and was shown 
about the city in a carriage by Lieut Col. 
C. M. Durfee and Quartermaster W. H. 
El wood, of the Fifth Begiment, and Lieut 
Samuel Lyon, of the Decatur Rifles. The 
object of Capt. Bell's' visit here was to 
select suitable grounds upon which to 
locate the camp of the Second Brigade. 
The annual encampment of the militia 
will be held during the first week in 
August. 
The 
officers visited several 


points, and finally decided that the 40 
acres of ground south of Dr. Johns' resi- 
dence, and two blocks east of Webster 
street, would fill the bill, as the ground is 
level, close to the city and near the San- 
gamon river. The grove south of Johns' 
residence will be snftable for the camp, 
and the clearing south of the street or 
the slope north of the Johns dwelling 
will answer for parade grounds. 


Captain Bell was very favorably im- 


pressed with the advantages offered by 
Deoatur, and he will report to Gen. Beece 
in favor of this point. 


But it will be necessary for onr citizens 


te take some action, in conjunction with 
the two companies located here, to secure 
the encampment. It will not require a 
fund of more than $1200 to defray actual 
expenses of renting grounds, laying a 
water main, etc., to secure the prize, and 
we have no doubt but Decatur's bid will 
be prompt and strong. 


In case Deoatur gets the encampment, 


there will be here 2,500 to 3,000 soldiers 
for a week, and before the companies 
begin to arrive there will be 300 officials 
and aids here three or four days making 
preparations for the reception of the mil- 
itary visitors, who will come from nearly 
all parts of the state.] 


The brigade encampment was held at 


Springfield a year ago, and that city was 
crowded with farmers and people from 
adjacent towns to Ruch an extent that the 
hotels were all full and business was 
booming every day at all the stores.-— 
Decatur merchants should make an effort 
to secure the location of the encampment 
here. It would be a bonanza for them. 
They can operate speedily by conferring 
with the officers of the DecaturBifles and 
Decatur Guards. 
The brigade officers 


think Decatnr a splendid point because 
of our excellent railway facilities and on 
account of water privileges.' 


The Toy Pistol. 


The toy pistol reached the zenith of its 


fame a year ago, as the casualty lists of 
that period show, and during the month 
of July it displayed remarkable industry. 
There were 209 toy pistol cases for the 
coroner or the doctor during last summer. 
In New York there were 68 accidents, of 
which 18 proved fatal; in Massachusetts 
39, of which 26 produced death; in Penn- 
sylvania 12, of which 10 were fatal; in 
Connecticut 10, of which 6 proved fatal; 
in New Jersey 10, of which 5 were fatal; 
in Rhode Island 4, of which three were 
fatal; in Maine 6, of which 4 were fatal, 
and in Chicago 60, of which 12 turned out 
fatally. For a long time that delusive 
weapon the "unloaded" gun was regarded 
as the most deadly engine of destruction 
in America, nod people who delighted in 
playfully pointing it at each other never 
failed to* kill. But the toy pistol has 
nearly driven the "unloaded" gun out of 
the field and is quoted as A 1—100 years 
—on the lists of the coroner and under- 
taker and the life insurance people. Let 
every parent and citizen consider himself 
a committee of one to taboo the deadly 
toy pistol to-morrow, that there may be 
no accidents, nor sorrow, nor tears in the 
households.

The W abash Consolidation. 


On Sunday the number of divisions on 


the Wabash road was reduced from 13 to 
4. The new divisions are known as the 
Eastern, Middle, Northern and Western. 
They will be officered as follows: Eastern 
Division, George W. Williams, superta 
tendent, headquarters at Peru, Ind., with 
D. G. Moore, of Cairo, and B. F. Mat- 
thias at Bautoul, 111., as assistants. Mid- 
dle division, H. F. Clark, superintendent, 
headquarters at Springfield, 111., with F. 
L. Tompkins of Forest, 111., and F, D- 
Sehermerhorn of Quincy, 111, as assist- 
ants. Northern Division, E. N. Arm- 
strong, superintendent, headquarters at 
Peoria, 111., with E. B. Hyde of Havana 
III, assistant. Western Division, K. S. 
Miner, superintendent, headquarters at 
Moberly, Mo,, with E. Dresser, of Stan- 
berry, Mo., assistant. 
In addition to 


these, the Des Moines and Northwestern 
Railway (narrow gusge) will be in charge 
of 0. F. Meek, as assistant superintend 
ent. This arrangement is for the pur- 
pose of consolidation and the reduction of 
expenses, and went into effect July 1st. 
Robert Andrews remains general super- 
intendent of the system. This change 
represents a saving of. 827,000, annually, 
as each of the division officers receives a 
salary of $3,000.

Under the United States laws pension 


attorneys are not allowed to receive more 
than 810 for securing a claim, under a 
penalty ot a fine not exceeding ?500 or 
imprisonment in a county jail—not peni- 
tentiary. It is alleged that Mr. Pasco 
accepted more than the legal fees allowed. 


Mr. PBBCO was seen by a reporter this 


forenoon. He states that there is "noth- 
ing in it," except a piece of bitter spite 
work on the part of certain parties whom 
he is opposing as counsel in two cases 
now pending in the circuit court, and that 
the pensioners who have been summoned 
to Springfield to give evidence before the 
U. S. grand jury against him, are simply 
the tools of the parties alluded to who, he 
says, have threatened him with trouble. 
Mr. Pasco appears to be easy in mind, 
and says he will have no trouble at all to 
establish the fact that he has never re- 
ceived more than the legal fee tor obtain- 
ing a pension for any person.

About Revenue B*nk Stamps. 


Decatnr parties who have occasion to 


draw money from banks will be apprised 
of the repealing law, which is thus re- 
ferred to by the Legal Adviser: "The 
recent law passed by Congress repealing 
the s-tarap tax on bank checks, drafts, or- 
ders and voucher!?, and the tax on niateh- 
en, perfumery and medicinal preparations 
,gfies iiito effect under the statute on the 
1st o'i July; but as that date is Sunday, 
'the provision will become practically op- 
erative HHtimluy, June 30. Under the 
law all check and general proprietary 
:stamps will be redeemed at their face 
value, less 5 per cent, and private die 
proprietary stamps at their face value lees 
:5'or 10 per cent, each, according' to the 
TOte of eommiesioc allowed on their pur- 
chase. The law was passed at the game 
time that the tax upon whisky and tobac- 
co was modified, and wag the outgrowth 
of a recognition that the government al- 
ready had more revenue than it knew 
what to do with, and decired to abate 
taxes in certain cases in view thereof.

"Upon a calculation by me made 


with some care, I have found that 
the thousands of hard-working peo- 
ple of this city who live Tery poorly 
>n their small earnings could, for 
still less money, live very welL And 
[ will tell you just what I would do 
if I were placed in the position of 
me of these people as the head of a 
'amily. I would stint myself a little 
lor a week as to meat and potatoes-, 
and on the next Saturday night, 
Then I got my pay, I would take 
lome a half bushel of beans, costing 
about $1.25.' With the help of the 
>eans I could easily economize en 
potatoes and meat for another week, 
ind then I would take home a half 
nsshel of peas, costing1, about $1.75. 
laving done this, I would already be 
m the road to true economy, and 
ihey do say that economy is wealth. 
At the end of the third week I 
should expect to be able to take home 
a half bushel of rice and two dozen 
cans of tomatoes. The next present 
;hat I would make my family might 
>e a quantity of oatmeal sufficient to 
>reakfast them every morning for & 
month or so, costing from $1.50 to 
;o $2. After this the road would be 
easy. I would always have in my 
louse provisions enough to cany me 
'ihrough a month's sickness if such 
i misfortune, should overtake me; 
and now, being so well supplied, I> 
lould afford to indulge occasionally1 
n luxuries. I could buy a barrel of 
potatoes or a quarter of beef at a 
ime. 
At the same time I should ex- 


sect to find my family healthier and 
wealthier at the end of the first 
month than they had ever been be- 
:ore. Of course I would not make 
my large purchases at the little cor- 
ner grocery store where I had been 
"n the habit of buying, but at some 
.arge house where they sell at»whole- 
sale and retail. 
By purchasing large 


nstead of small quantities, I would 
save about 25 per cent., but in select- 
ng the most nutritions foods, instead 
of throwing away all my substance 
on beefsteak and potatoes, I should 
save at least 25 per cent, more."
